Metropolitan Water District Mr. Pace Tell us ' 
being generate herd at this pumping station. 

Our initial program right now, that returned - 
turned on four pumps converted generate 13 
megawatts of power which is translates to 
enough power to accommodate 1 3.000 homes 
for one year.
